Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 19.—President 
Taft today met the fifty members of the 
Japanese commercial mission to the United 
States and bade them welcome. He assured 
them of the lasting friendship of the Ameri- 
can people, paid a tribute to their industry 
and patriotism, and drank a toast to the em- 
peror of Japan as “the warm and sincere 
friend of America.” This aroused great en- 
thusiasm among the president's Japanese 
and American hearers. 

The meeting was at a luncheon at the La- 
fayette club, on the shores of Lake Minne- 
tonka, twenty miles out of the city, given by 
the Commercia! club of Minneapolis. Presi- 
dent Taft scouted the idea that there ever 
had been the slightest darfger of trouble be- 
tween Japan and America. He paid a high 
eompliment to the military valor of Japan. 

“But,” he declared, *‘ Japan today is fight- 
ing for victories of peace and we all hope she 
will succeed:, We are not going to yield our- 
selves in that contest, however, if we can 
help it.” 

Tribute to Japanese Women. 

President Taft's address followed a speech 
by Baron Shibusawa, a prominent banker 
of Tokio and chairman of the visiting com- 


‘mission, who referred to Taft ‘‘as one of the 


foremost men of the age and a warm and true 
friend of Japan.” 

The president was introduced to each 
member of the Japanese commission and to 
the women of the party, declaring to Bar- 
oness Shibusawa that America wanted to 
see more of the ladies of Japan and to en- 
courage their coming to this country with 
the men. 

‘It isn’t fair,’ said the president, “ that 
Japan should keep back the most charming 
of her creatures.”

Captain Consents to Slow Down 
Ship, as Arrival Today Would 
Disarrange Plans for 
Welcome. 


On Board the Oscar IL, Off Nantucke:, 
8:30 p. m., Sept. 19—[By Wireless.]—" My 
desire to get On American soil increases with 
every mile left behind by the Oscar Il.

Annoyed at Attack Without Proofs. 

Dr. Cook appears to exercise great self-re- 
straint, but can hardly repress a natural anu- 
noyanceat impéachment of his veracity with- 
out proofs. 

“Commander Peary as yet has given to 
the world no proofs of his own case,” he 
said. ‘‘My claim has been fully recognized 
by Denmark and by the king of Sweden; the 
president of the United States of America 
has wired me his confidence; my claim has 
been accepted by the International Bureau 
for Polar Research at Brussels; most of the 
geographical societies of Europe have sent 
me congratulations which mean faith and 
acceptance for the present, and almost every 
explorer of note has come forwerd with 
warm and friendly approval. 


Demands Proof from Peary. 

“ A specific record of my journey is acces- 
sible to all, and every one who reads can de- 
cide for himself. When Peary publishes a 
similar report, then our cases are parallel. 

’* Why should Peary be allowed to make 
himself a self-appointed dictator of my af- 
fairs? In justice to himself, in justice to the 
world, and to guard the honor of national! 
prestige, he should be compelled to prove his 
own case. 

“He should publish at once a preliminary 
narrative, to be compared with mine, and 
Jet the fair mindéd ponder over thé matter 
while the final records by which my case 


“I know Peary the explorer. As such he is 
a hero in arcti¢ a@hnals and desetves the 
credit of a long and hard record. To Peary 
the explorer, I] am still willing to tip my hat, 
but Peary’s unfounded accusations have dis- 
closed another side to his character which 
hever will be forgotten. 

** When Peary wired that he had nailed the 
stars and stripes to the pole, I immediately 
sent congratulations. I then believed, asI do 
now, that his wofk over a new route far-east 
of my line of travel was a new conquest of 
great importance, and of course, that his 
position at the pole would supplement my 
work with valuable data. There is room 
enough and honor enough for two American 
fiags at the pole.” 


Arrive Almost Too Early. 

The wireless dispatches from the steamship 
Oscar II. tonight indicating that the vessel 
would reach quarantine by 3 o'clock tomor- 
row afternoon with Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
on board were received with surprise by 
mémbers of the Arctic Club of America, who 
had expected the Brooklyn explorer not 
earlier than Tuesday morning and had made 
their plans for his reception accordingly. 

Members of the club immediately estab- 
lished communication with the officials of 
the Scandinavian-American line and sent a 
wireless to the captain of the Oscar II. asking 
that the ship's arrival be delayed if possible 
until Tuescay morning. 

The captain consented to comply with the 
request. The Oscar II. therefore is under 
decreased speed, and will reach quarantine 
at about 7:30 a. m. Tuesday, although it 
could have arrived twenty hours earlier. 

The committee on arrangements has pro- 
vided for ¢ tug-bearing Mrs. Cook and her 
children, accompanied by a few friends and 
several members of the Arctic club. The 
tug will go down the bay at 6:80 o’clock 
Tuesday morning and Dr. Cook will be trans- 
ferred from the liner for the reunion with 
his wife. Following in the wake of the tug 
will be the steamship Grand Republic, on 
which Dr. Cook will finish his journey to the 
city. 

Cook Told Peary’s Cabin Boy. 

BATTLE HARBOR, Labrador, by Wire- 
less via Cape Ray, N. F., Sept. 19.—At least 
one of the men on the steamer Roosevelt 
knew long ago that Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
had claimed to have reached the pole. He is 
William Pritchard, cabin boy and assistant 
cook, who remained at Annatok with Boat- 
swain Murphy to guard thestores. Pritchard 
had not spoken to any one on board of Dr. 
Cook’s achievement, but when confronted 
yesterday just prior to the sailing of the 
Roosevelt from Battle Harbor with a wire- 
jess message from midocean that Dr. Coo 
said Pritchard knew the whole story of 
dath for the pole the youth admitted that "oy 
had learned from Dr. Cook the details of the 
final march and that Dr. Cook had explained 
to him the route followed.

BINGHAM OPENS NEW ATTACK 


Former Courtifsaions: Adds to 
Fire on New York Mayor. 


SAYS HE DEFIED M’CLELLAN. 


Tells of Order Issued to Place Certain 
Police Officer. 


New York, Sept. 19.—[Special. ]}—Gen. Theo- 
dore Bingham has made another attack on 
Mayor McClellan as the result of the for- 
mer’s removal from the office of police com- 
missioner. In this Gen. Bingham relates the 
details of an incident relating to the justices 
of the Appellate division, second department, 
who were considering the recount decision at 
the time. - 

The mayor's desire to please the justices 
even in @ small way caused Gen. Bingham 
flatly to refuse to obey a written order of the 
mayor and to write out his resignation. The 
mayor’s attitude shocked the commissioner. 

The incident had to do with Patrolman 
Henry B. States, who for four years had 
been detailed to attemd the justices of the 
Brooklyn Appellate division of the Supreme 
court. It was a job known in the depart- 
ment as “ soft.” Gen. Bingham had secured 
legislation to reorganize the detective bureau 
and had ruled that no patrolman should have 
his salary raised to that of first grade de- 
tective until after three months’ probation, 


Order Mayor Sent to Bingham. 

The mayor one day sent this order to Gen. 
Bingham, countersigned with the mayor's 
initials: 

** Patrolman il.enry B. States, Eighty-sec- 
ond precinct—To be detailed as a first grad 
detective and assigned (continuation of his 
present assignment) to the Appellate divi- 
sion of the Supreme court, Second judicial 
department, for duty in that court, including 
such investigations as may be required ty 
the court.” 

States is only a $1,400 patrolman and Gen. 
Bingham says “ does no actual police work.” 
Gen, Bingham says he was staggered by the 
order and thought about it over night. He 
says: 

“I well knew that if the order was obeyed 
the men who were striving to become first 
grade detectives would realize at once that 
their atriving was in vain and that ‘ pull,’ 
not hard work, was what would gain them 
the coveted increase in salary.’’ 

Then the cofmmissioner went down to see 
the mayor and labor with him not to Insist 
on the order. The mayor listened but showed 
impatience that the order had not been 
obeyed. General Bingham adds: “ ‘ These 
Brooklyn justices want this done,’ said 
McClellan. ‘I have a request from one of 
them to do this and I want it done.’ 


Scents Reason for Order. 
“The Brooklyn Appellate division was at 
that time expected almost daily to make 


public an important decision in the recent 
| case. 


“As I knew this the request, or rather 


order, was an eye opener to me, I thoughtI , 
may eventually be proved are being prepared:-} could séé the reason for the haste to have

ive.” : 
Gen. Bingham says the statement that one 
of the justices had asked the favor discon- 


‘ecerted him and he adds: 


* It would stagger any one even to think 
that any Supreme court justice, who was 
about to give or havea part in giving a tre- 
mendously important decision, would ask the 
man whom that decision most affected to do 
a favor of this kind for him. It did not alter 
my determination not to be a party to this 
sort of bargaining. 

**I put the matter straight up to McClel- 
lan and asked him if he wouldn’t agree 10 
allow me to publish to the police force that 
Patrolman States was promoted on his order 
on the recommendation of the justices of the 
Appellate division, second department. This 
he would not agree to.” 


Mayor Finally Gives In. 

Gen. Bingham then says the mayor reluc- 
tantly decided to allow him “to take those 
justices off the mayor's back "’ and not obey 
the order. A reporter whom he krew went 
over and told Justice Gaynor that his news- 
paper had a tip that the justices, Mr. Gaynor 
among them, had asked that this patrolman 
be raised in rank. Then, Gen. Bingham says, 
he went himself and found that the judges 
had found that they weren't nearly as anx- 
ious to have it done ag they had been. 

“Within a week,’ says Gen. Bingham, 
‘*the recount decision was handed down and 
it was in MocClellan’s favor. I have since 
felt that McClellan must have been glad 
I did not obey his order.’’ 

In his characteristic way the ex-commis- 
sioner says that he often felt like taking the 
mayor over his knee and “ administering a 
good, old fashioned spanking.”’ 


WIFE AIDS ROBBERY VICTIM

Two Men-Grab Grocer’s Purse on Street 
Car, Receive Beating, but Succeed in 
Escaping.

Dentist Falls Overboard from 
James 0. Heyworth’s Yacht 
Mistrel a Few Miles 
Off Racine. 


BODY IS SOUGHT IN VAIN. 


Miss Martha Lendrum Loses Her 
Life When Canoe Capsizes 
in. the Desplaines 
River. 


Dr. Joseph W. Wassall, who resided in 
Lake Forest and maintained dental offices 
in Chicago, was lost overboard from the 
schooner yacht Mistre? six miles off Racine, 
Wis., late Saturday night, while on a pleas- 
ure trip to Milwaukee with James O. Hey- 
worth, owner of the craft, John T. Pirie, and 
Oscar BE. Strehlow. 

He had been seated in the rear of the boat 
with Mr. Pirie, and had arisen and started 
for the companionway to the cabin, pre- 
sumably to retire, when a large wave caused 
the boat to lurch and he fell overboard. The 
accident was unnoticed by Mr. Pirie, but Mr. 
Strehliow, who was at the wheel, heard the 
drowning man’s cry for aid, and shouted to 
other members of the party and the boat's 
crew. The boat was turned in the direction 
of Dr. Wasesall, but before it could reach him 
he sank. Mr. Heyworth had retired some 
time previously. 

The craft was kept in the vicinity of the 
place until daylight, when it was sailed int» 
Racine harbor and the United States life 
#aving station and the. Racine police were 
notified. The water is 150 feet deep where 
Dr. Wassall sank. 


Rough Sea Is Encountered. 

Mr. Heyworth and Dr. Wassall were old 
time friends and were neighbors in Lake 
Forest. Strehlow is & civil engineer in the 
employ of Mr. Heyworth and resides at the 
University club. Mr. Pirie is an old time 
friend of Mr. Heyworth, but met Dr. Wassall 
only recently. Yachting is Mr. Heyworth's 
favorite pastime, and he is an enthusiastic 
member of the Chicago Yacht club. 

The boat sailed Saturday afternoon about 
8 o'clock. It was supplied with enough pro- 
visions to carry the party to Milwaukee and 
back. The return was to have been made 
yesterday. The party encountered a rough 
sea, and while Mr. Heyworth expressed dis- 
appointment at this, his guests enjoyed it and 
Sat up to observe it. 

Mr. Strehlow, who was looking straight 
ahead, was suddenly startled by the cry of 
“Hey there! Help!’ He realizéd imme- 
diately that the call came, from his own 
party. Hastily he turneda small searchlight 
in the direction of the sound and confirmed 
his: belief. He blew the fog horn and cried 
out-lustily for bis companions and the boat 
‘crew. They were soon on deck ready to give 
aid. The schooner was brought about and 
turned in the direction of the drowning man, 
but just as the men were prepared to toss 
out life preservérs Dr. Wassall sank out of 
sight. 

Hampered by His Overcoat. 

Dr. Wassall was wearing a heavy overcoat, 
and this garment was mainly responsibie for 
his rapid sinking. He was a good swimmer, 
but the weight of the tightly buttoned coat 
dragged him down. The schooner has a 
‘* flush deck,’’ with guard rail twelve inches 
high, which, Instead of throwing him back- 
ward when the boat lurched, acted as a pivot 
on which his body turned. 

As nearly as the other members of the 
party can estimate the accident occurred 
y about 10:40, and the schoner was six miles 
off Wind Point. In their anxiety to recover 
the body the members of the party remained 
in the vicinity until about 6 o’clock before 
turning portward and reporting the accident. 

Mr. Heyworth is an experienced yachtsman 
and had been making such week end trips 
all summer. His captain has been in his 
employ for eleven years and this is said to be 
the first fatal acident that ever happened 
on the schooner. Not for hours after Dr. 
Wassall sank was another boat observed in 
that vicinity. 


Efforts to Recover Body. 

‘It was all over in two minutes,’’ Mr. Hy- 
worth said. “I think the doctor was Start- 
ing for the companion way when the boat 
lurched and he went overboard. Capt. Foss 
gave the alarm and put the boat about, I 
cruised back and forth over the spot until 
dawn, but the body did not come up. We 
kept up the search without hope, but I coud 
not bear to sdllaway. 

“After daybreak we went into Racine. 
It's a. sad ending for what was intended for 
a little pleasure cruise to Milwaukee. I am 
overwhelmed by the accident.” __ 

Mr. Hyworth left the yacht at Racine 
and returned to his home at Lake Forest. 

Dr. Wassall was 48 years old. For a time 
he was a dentist to the czar of Russia, and 
he and his wife, who previous to marrying 
the dentist was Miss Grace Runnion Cros- 
by, for a time lived in St. Petersburg. Mrs. 
Wassall obtained a divorce in June, 1906, on 
the ground of incompatibility after estab- 
lishing a residence in Reno, Nev. She sub- 
sequently became the wife of Thomas 
Chadbourne. She married Dr. Wasesall in 
1890 and separated from him in 1902. He 
made no contest of her suit. Mrs. Waséall 
had considerable musical ability. She did 
not ask for alimony, declaring she could sup- 
port herself on her “ Shakspearean Song 
Cycle’ and other musical works. Her por- 
trait was among the collection of the “ Fa- 
mous Beauties of the Country ’’ at the Louisi- 
ana purchase exposition in 1905. 

Dr. Wassall is survived by two children, a 
daughter, Ellen, 15 years 01d, who lives with 
her father, and a son, Joseph, 7 years oid, 
| who is diving with his mother.

| AMERICA TO GET LABOR MEBT 


Easley Returns from Europe, Says 
Congress Will Be Held. 


ALL WORLD WILL BE HERE. 
Industrial Nations’ Delegates Will Dis- 
cuss Needs.

New York, Sept. 19.—[Special. ]}—Assurance 
was given by Ralph M. Easley today that the 
National Civic federation, of which he is 
chairman of the executive council, will 
hold its proposed international industrial 
congress in New York or Washington in the 
near future. Mr. Easley returned this morn- 
ing from Europe and almost the first thing 
he did when he had landed at the pler was to 
announce the interest of the lexding indue- 
trial nations of Europe in the plan for the 
international congress in America. 

Mr. Hasley spent a week each in the 
capitals of France, England, and Germany, 
and says that if the Civic federation pushes 
the matter the congress can be held within 
the next year. Everywhere, he says, his 
suggestion was well received by govern- 
ment officials, labor men, and prominent per- 
sons generally. They look upon this as the 
psychological moment tor such a. confer- 
ence and upon this country as the place in 
which to hold it. 


Labor Day International Problem. 

One point Mr. Easley made was that urged 
by John Burns, the English labor man, that 
the fixing and shortening of the labor day 
was an international, not a national problem; 
that competitive nations must agree in or- 
der to make any cefinite standing arrange- 
ment, Just as two competing factories must 
agree. Mr. Easley suggested that some such 
arrangement might arise from the coming 
congress. 

Mr. Easley also had a good word for Sam- 
uel Gompers. Mr. Gompers, he said, was in 
Paris. when M. Clemenceau’s government re- 
signed, and then Gompers urged the unions 
to stick to the government. When M. 
Briand came in, Mr. Easley said, the new 
premier had a long conference with Mr. 
Gompers and the French minister of labor, 
and incorporated much of the Gompers prin- 
ciples in his address to the unions, crediting 
Mr. Gompers with them. 


First Talked Of a Year Ago. 

The first serious suggestion of this inter- 
national congress was made a year ago. 
when, 300 labor men and twenty employers 
of the Civic federation came together at Mr. 
Carnegie’s house here. At that time Nicho- 
las Murray Butler, president of Columbia 
university, spoke strongly for it in an ad- 
dress; from then on it has been under dis- 
cussion. Mr. Easley will make his report on 
Nov. 18 at the meeting of the federation in 
this city. 

Some of the things to be taken up fn the 
congress are: Methods of conciliation and 
arbitration; trade agreements; a shorter 
working Cay; employer's liability; old age 
pensions; industrial insurance; dabor em- 
ployment bureaus, and peeeome eomNenS ¢ to 
the labor of Wwomen.and children. . .

Investigation Kept a Secret. 

But it was known that all the work would

So the jurors were per- 
ee mitted to go about their business, little sus- 
aa pecting they were standing on the verge ofa 
yawning chasm that might open any day 
and swallow them.

The detectives finally were forced 
to admit that they believed the commission- 
¢re themselves innocent. 


Refuses to Relax Hunt. 

State’s Attorney Wayman, however, re- 
fused to give up the chase or to permit his 
detectives to relax their efforts. He told 
them that. he believed the plot originated 
some place in the office of the jury commis- 
sioners, and that he felt reasonably sure 
that one of the commissioners was either 
guilty or had guilty knowledge of the al- 
leged conspiracy.

“Yes, I draw ofit the slips myself#in tre 
presence of two or more of the jury commis- 
sioners, or if I don't_.do it Mr. Wolff does it,” 
said Mr. Harris. ‘*“ The law requires the 
clerk of the court for which a venire is re- 
quired to draw the slips in the presence 9f 
the commissioners. Only Mr. Wolff or my- 
self ever draws the slips for a venire for the 
Criminal court, and it is a similar procedure 
in the case of the Circuit and the Superior 
courts. The clerk of the court or the chief 
clerk does the drawing. This applies! to 
petit juries and to grand juries. The last 
two grand jury venires, those for September 
and October, were drawn by me, o I remem- 
ber it. 

Drawing of McCann Venire. 

“You remember what interest was exhib- 
ited in the announcement that an asisstant 
State's attorney was to be present at the 
drawing of the venire from which the pres- 
ent McCann jury was eonstituted. 

“ Well, Mr. Lundgren of the state's attor- 
ney’s office and a representative of an after 
noon newspaper went over to the county 
building with me\to the drawing. I present- 
ed the order of urt to Commissioner Mc- 
Lane. Then Commissioners McLane and 
Amberg and Roswell H. Mason, the chief 
clerk of the jury commission, entered the 
vault. 

“AS yoy want to know about it, I will 
Say that the door of the vault was standing 
open when he entered the room. The small 
box containing the grand jury slips was 
standing on a shelf and the large box was 
on the right, inside the vault. I rolled up my 
sleeve and drew the slips out one by one until 
I had drawn 750, enough for ten petit jury 
venires. I .could not remember the names. 

“I handed them to Mr. McLane until Mr. 
Mason said ‘That's enough.” Mr. McLane 
owe the slips to the two clerks in his outer 
oftice 

“The slips were copied by the clerks on a 
long certificate which was signed by the 
commissioners and sent to me. I made a 
copy for the sheriff.”’ 

In order to establish fully the condition of 
the office as Mr..Harris saw it, he was asked 
whether the box containing the slips was 
sealed. 

Slips Locked Up, Not Sealed. 

‘‘No, it- was opened simply with a small 
key that Mr. Mason took from his pocket. 
I suppose that if any body could obtain posses- 
sion of a duplicate key and was a'frequenter 
of the office he might abstract a lot of good 
names from the box and substitute a lot of 
bad ones. But it seems impossible. 

**Such a procedure would involve forgery 
of slips in duplicate for the purpose of mak- 
ing corresponding chahges in the big dupli- 
cate card file kept by the commissioners for 
checking over the disposition of the venire- 
meh whose names are drawn from the box. 
The box for petit juries is supposed to contain 
15,000 names. Of course I have no means of 
knowing whether the full 15,000 names were 
in there.” 

* Could forgeries and substitutions be ac- 
complished after the slips were placed on 
the desk of minor clerks in the office, sup- 
posing that some crooked individual was in 
the place?’’ asked the interviewer. 

“ Yes, I suppose it could be done,”’ said: Mr. 
Harris. “ However, the certified “list of 
names when it comes to us is divided up into 
venires. beginning with the’ first name and 
proceeding in strjct succession. It is impdssi- 
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ble for anybody in the jury commission 
Office to tell what venire a man will fall 
when his name is taken from the certified 
list of several hundred names. Seventy-five 
men make an ordinary venire, and not always 
do we know the day before the veniremen are 
to be examined just what judges will be eit- 
ting. To insure bad men being’ on every 
venire would necessitate the putting in of a 
large number of bad names. 
Can Suggest No Improvement. 

‘*My duty ends with the drawing out of the 
hames. As to the merits of the system, I 
have considered it a good one and vastly 
superior to the old system, because the names 
come from the poll books. The selection of 
juries must: be intrusted to human beings. 
While there are loopholes, perhaps, if a man 
wants to be dishonest, | can suggest no bet- 
ter system at this time.’ 

“ What will happen in the courts if venires 
are required and the jury boxes and records 
of the jury commissioners remain in the pos- 
session of Mr. Wayman?” queried the ig- 
terviewer. 

“That ig an interesting question,”’ re- 
sponded Mr. Harris. ‘ However, should it 
be found necessary ‘to throw out the slips 
now in the box, doubtless the court could 
order 15.000 names taken from the poll books 
and used for the drawing of veniremen. It 
might take three or four days to do so, how- 
ever. At present we have more than 1,000 
names drawn out of the box and available. 
I am not prepared to give any opinions as to 
the possible outcome of attacks upon juries 
now sitting which were tmpaneled from 
names drawn from the box now in the pos- 
session of Mr. Wayman. Still, I have no 


| fear as to the legality of any trials that may 


take place before them. 
duty.”’ 

“My drawing of the names was as legal as 
though Mr. Harris himself did it,"’ said Mr. 
Wolff, who made it known that commis- 
sioners had been observed by him making 
certifications in blank and leaving clerks to 
fill in the names. 


Goes Home at Noon Hour. 


I usually go over at the noon hour when it 
devolves upon me to do the drawing before 
the jury commissioners as required by law. 
I never Pay any special attention to the 
names on the slips as I take them out. I 
take out twenty-five and a jury commis- 
sioner puts them on a shelf. Then I take 
out twenty-five more and he puts those on a 
shelf. — 

** This keeps on until the required number 
of slips has been drawn, when a commis- 
sioner gives them to clerks in the outer of- 
fice. The clerks have blank lists which they 
fill out in the outer office, supposedly under 
the supervision of Mr. Mason. Mr. Mason 
always has been there when I did the draw- 
ing. 

‘*‘ Commissioners would sign certificates in 
blank and then walk out of the office with 
me. Later, the certificates that such and 
such names drawn by Abram J. Harris, 
clerk of fhe criminal court, would come over 
te me. I remember that one day Mr. McLane 
and I walked up to the Hamilton club after 
he had turned over the cards to the clerks. 
It was common for a commissioner to say 
something pleasant after the drawing and to 
walk out of the office. I consider such a pro- 
ceeding like that of the president of a bank 
who leaves his subordinates to: sign papers 
and carry out necessary formalities.” 

“Then the commissioners did not check 
over the names in your presence to: see 
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whether the names they were certifying to 
were the names which were drawn out of the 
box ?"’ 

Mr. Wolff again thought such minutie of 
detail would constitute rather a fine edge, 
even in the Selection of men who might find 
themselves with power of life and death. 

Wide Conspiracy. Would Be Needed. 

“To accomplish anything crooked effectu- 
ally would necessitate a.widespread con- 
spiraey of a terrible nature,’ said Mr. Wolff. 

“I will say that loopholes for-wrongdoing 
exist in the jury commission just as in any 
other body of human beings. No matter how 
honest certain men may be. their efforts may 
be balked by a crook. Of course, he Is likely 
to be found out in the end. Before I say 
more about this matter Iam anxious to hear 
some of the testimony. 

“It happens sometimes that coincidences 
occur in drawing juries for which nobedy can 
be held responsible, as the names are drawn 
at random. I recall a case when on a single 
drawing there were six men named Barry, 
Also, by a similar happening, thete might be 
a lot of men on a véenire who were Roman 
Catholics and Irish. If & case was pending 
in which this might seem to have influence 
it might be said without real cause that the 
jury box had been tampered with, 

“ There is little possibility of any wrong in 
the office of the clerk of the Criminal court, 
as a stenographer copies the names in order. 
I have five ventres lying on my desk now, and 
I don’t know where thew will land. One can- 
not tell exactly what judges will be sitting 
or where any specific venire will go. 

“The jury commissioners ultimately check 
up all the names of veniremeén called to court 
by means of their dupMcate card list, asI un- 
derstand it. That is why any forging would

When he was asked of the drawing of the 
Circult court yenires, he said he personally 
did the drawing occasionally, but that duty 
usually was left to an assistant, Paul T. 
Vogel. 

“About every two weeks,” he said, * each 
judge in our law courts—usually six or seven 
all told—orders a venire of fifty, so that we 
draw 600 or 700 a month. When we get the 
orders, I, or usually Vogel, take them to the 
jury commissioners’ room and. there pro- 
ceed to draw the number we require. 

*“ When I have done this there always have 
been two com ysioners present and some- 
times three. I Put’my hand through the 
opening in the box and drew out the cards 
until the required number was reached. The 
commissioners and I counted them and they 
were bunched by hundreds, Then they went 
to a clerk there, who stamped them numer- 
ically. 


Cards Sent Over Afterward. 


“We never have made a practice of wait- 
ing for the cards to the filled out and they 
heave been sent to us unless we have had an 
order requiring filling immediately. When 
we get them the list goes to the bailiffs who 
fill out the venires and serve them and the 
only other business we have with the jurors 
is when we pay them off. Then the cards go 
back to the commissioners, 

“I never felt that it was necessary to 
watch the filling out of the duplicate cards 
of those I had drawn out of the box. Inever 
looked them over and they went to the clerks 
for the regular routine work, and we never 
inquired fully into the methods of keeping 
the records of the commissioners’ office. 

‘There never has been much criticism of 
the panels sent to the Circuit court. Occa- 
sionally, of course, we found one that was 
below. standard, but I don't see how that 
eould be avoided when chance governs the 
grouping of the fifty members of the panel 
and there must be some strong men and some 
weak ones in each group.’’ 

Charles W. Vail, clerk of the Superior 
court, said he never drew any names from 
the jury box himeelf. 

‘I always let my chief clerk, Charles E. 
Sherman, do it,” said Mr: Vail. “ He is my 
sworn deputy and I consider it perfectly legal 
for him to dothe drawing. I don’t know how 


they. do it over in the Criminal court.”’ 


sees Two Possible Openings. 

Clerk Mason of the commission pointed to 
two possible openings as the basis for charges 
—that the names of ‘* ex-convicts, men who 
have been indicted, and galoon.bums " were 
placed in the jury box in great numbers 
before drawings were made, or the cards 
bearing such names were substituted for 
those drawn from the box by the different 
court clerks. ‘ 

‘Really both of these things are impos- 
sible,” said Mr. Mason, ‘‘although they might 
seem reasonable to one who does not un- 
derstand our methods. In the first place 
I have the \:ey to the jury box, and no one 
conld place ecards in there without my knowl- 
edge. If by any sleight of hand some one 
did get them in there I could recognize 
the added ones, as they would not be in my 
writing. 

‘In the second place there is no pikes 
for substituting cards for those drawn by 
the court clerks. Only a certain number are 
drawn, and these are in my writing, a for- 
gery of which could be detected in a second, 
and the cards do not leave the presence of 
at least two of the commissioners until they 
are stamped numerically and the others are 
locked in the box again. 

‘The original cards are kept in our vault. 
When the duplicates are sent to the courts. 
or, in the case of the Criminal! courts, lists 
are made out, these are carefully compared 
with the originals—I reading and the two 
clerks checking; and when the court cards 
or lists are returned they again are com- 
pared with the originals still in our posses- 


sion. 
Last Loophole Stopped Up. 


“There is no opportunity for fraud from 
the beginning to the end of the process, It is 
true that in former years there wasa practice 
sometimes of placing in the box the names of 
men not selected from the polling list. Ifa 
reputable citizen gave us the name of a man 
willing to perform jury service, as many men 
are for the experience, and, in answer toa 
regular summons, that man proved himself 
fit for service, his name might be placed on 
our jury lists and finally be called on a venire. 

" That, however,-was stopped last May, 
when we introduced the new system spoken 
of by Commissioner Holland—the selection of 
the names for the petit jury from within the 
city imits from the directory and ...ose from 
the country from the polling lists—instead of 
all from the voters’ lists as formerly. 

“ Until that time we had difficulty keeping 
the total in the box up to.15,000 and tue new 
system has cured that trouble. Kven before 
that time I can’t recall that Commissioner 
Holland ever placed any names before the 
commission except those selected at random 
from the poll lists.’’ os

BIG TIMBER WASTE SHOWN 
BY EXPERT IN FORESTRY. 


Report by Treadwell Cleveland of Wash- 
‘ington States That Forest as a Re- 
gource Is Being Obliterated Rapidly. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 19.—A startling 
situation has developed as the result of a 
taking of stock of the forestry resources of 
this country, according to Treadwell Cleve- 
land Jr., expert in the bureaw of forestry, 
in a bulletin made public today entitled * The 
Status of Forestry in the United States.” 

It has shown, Mr. Cleveland declares, that 
we are atill destroying the forest as we use 
it, that we are taking from it every year 
three and a half times as much wood as is 
added by the new growth. It has shown 
that less than one-third of the growing tree 
felled by the lumberman is ever used at all, 
so that two-thirds of all the timber cut is 
simply destroyed. It has shown that one- 
eleventh of all the forests is swept by fires 
every year, and that on the average since 
1870 forest fires haye yearly cost $50,000,000 
in timber and fifty lives. 

It has shown, Mr. Cleveland continues, that 
over 99 per cent of the forests in private 
hands—which comprise three-fourths of all 
the forest land and four-fifths of all the 
wood—is thus devastated by destructive use 
and the sweep of uncheched fires, while less 
than 1 per cent is properly handied for suc- 
cessive crops or effectively protected from 
fire. It is stated further that the forest as 

a resource is rapidly being obliterated. 

” after calling attention to the fact that it is 
not use which destroys the forests, but waste, 
the report declares that the problem is to be 
solved not by disuse, but by wise use and pro-

MUST. DISCUSS LIVE ISSUES. 


Declares Rock River Conference Will 
Settle Case on Merits. 


“Tt ia part of the calling of a minister of 
the Methocist church to preach politica from 
the pulpit. It is the only way in which he 
can bring his office to bear on the live issues 
of the day. It is the businesg of a pastor to 
lead the forces of righteousness and no mod- 
ern exponent of active religion ie expected 
to withdraw himself from participation in 
public movements.”’ 

Thus the Rev. William Macafee. district 
superintendent of the Methodist church in 
Chicago, spoke yesterday when asked about 
the criticliem of the Rev. Morton Culver 
Hartzell for preaching local reform from the 
pulpit of South Park Avenue Methodist 
church. 

“& minister has to preach politics,”” Dr. 
Macafee continued. “ He muet be the foe of 
wrong and a fighter forthe right. The only 
way civic conditions can be touched ie by 
preaching righteousness to the voters. A 
pastor cannot ignore evil when it exists in 
his sphere of work. He must go after it. 


Duty to Work in Politics. 

“ This does not mean that a:minister may 
line up a8 a politician identified with a party. 
Neither dies it mean that a minieter’s calling 
is other than to win men to Christianity. 
But to do effective work it often is his duty to 
preach politics and to work in politics, and 
the Methodist church always will stand back 
of the minister who does sincere and effective 
work in that line. Dr. Hartzell has done 
such work, and if the Methodist annual con- 
ference at Rockford on Sept. 20 decides +o 
transfer him it will be for other reasons 
than that he has mingled in politica: activ- 
ity.” 

Dr. Macafee threw a new light on the re- 
buke alleged to have been administered to 
Dr. Hartzell by the church board in quarterly 
conference last Friday night. Hefsaid the 
meeting was without dissension and that Dr. 
Hartzell withdrew two names of the twelve 
which he had nominated for stewards at Dr. 
Macafee’s suggestion in order that there 
might be no possibility of disagreement. The 
remaining ten were elected without opposi- 
tion. He said he thought it extremely un- 
likely that Bishop. Goodsell would interfére 
or take any part in the discussion before the 
conference. 


Conference to Séttle Dispute. 

The conference, he said, would decide the 
case on its merits without regard to any com- 
plaint of any faction or to any esoteric in- 
fluences within the congregation, such as 
have been stated to be working for Dr. Hart- 
zell’s transference. 

Dr. Hartzell, when seen, was hopeful of 
being retained by the conference as pastor of 
South Park Avenue church and was making 
plans for his future work. It is thought by 
the younger members of the congregation 
that he will be retained as pastor. If so it 
will mean the indorsement by the governing 
body of the Methodist church of political 
activity on the part of its 300 ministers and 
the encouragement of the pastors to in- 
creased activity in the municipal field.

In the morning the governor was given a 
small qnantity of ehampagne, but this he 
could not retain. The only nourishment that 
he has so far been able to retain is car- 
bonated water, two quarts of which were 
given him during the day. The stomach is 
still distended by accumulations of gas, 
which, however. do not cause such severe 
pain as heretofore. 

Dr. Charles F. McNevin stated last even- 
| ing that there are no symptoms of septic poi- 
soning, but that the danger from peritonitis 
has not yet passed. P

Gov. Johnson slept more all day than on

“quite uneasy and restless. The restlessness 
has come on in the last two hours and he is 
suffering more from the gas. The high pulse 
and respiration is due to the pain. A little 
atropin has just been administered. Mrs. 
Johnson is still with him.”’

* Madame X.”’ is an emotional melodrama, 
presenting with considerable unwieldiness of 
event and prolixity of dialogue an un- 
jovely but appealing heroine involved in a 
series of stressful episodes beginning with 
infidelity, ranging through the various 
shames presumed to be the concomitant of 
that crime, and ending with a spectacular 
death of the sort most frequently encount- 
ered in the theater. Accompanying the re- 
cital is an aggregation of coincidence, 
baffling to the analyst or to him who seeks 
to fit the proceedings of a play to the flexibie 
laws of probabilify. but in thorough harmony 
with the pliant state of mind of the average 
spectator. It is not a pleasant play; its de- 
pressing moments predominate. It is ex- 
citing, however, and as it reaches the nerves 
and the heart where they are most vulner- 
able. it may be set down as @ satisfactory 
exhibition, and one destined to draw the 
tears and the dollars of the susceptible multi- 
tude. 

Its success with the mumerous audience 
present at the Chicago opera house last 
evening was due in great measure to the sim- 
plicity and earnestness of the three leading 
players engaged in the performance, Miss 
Dorothy Donnelley, William Elliott, and 
Robert Drouet. In a réle marked with temp- 
tations for the opulent histrionism which 
has been Miss Donnelley’s specialty of late 
that young woman gave 4 remarkably sincere 
| display of emotional acting, transgressing 
infrequently with the external excesses hith- 
erto associated with her acting. It was her 
duty to depict an erring woman, driven 
from her husband's home for a moment of 
folly, and descending thereafter to the limits 
of degradation. A harrowing portrait of 
an ether fiend and an outcast, still retaining 
traces of womanhood and motherhood, was 
the result. The difficulty in an impersona- 


of the ether habit prevents one from criti- 
cising as too vivid a representation. 

Here she has a daunken strugel€ with her 
lover, @ jailbird. who has threatened to use 
his knowledge of her past to blackmail her 
husband. It ts done rather quietly, with a 
minimum of tumult and shouting, and the 


‘climax comes naturally when she murders 


him. 

A barren second act intervenes, useful only 
to show that her sen, who believes her dead, is 
now a young barrister, in love, of course, and 
that his first legal duty is to be her defender 
in the court. This introduces the dramatic 
situation of the final act and theclimax with 
which the play is closed. 

She sits, haggard and gray, before Mr. Sav- 
age’s imposing tribunal which is rich in gown 
and cap and all the trappings of French legal 
procedure. Before her is her son, and 
on the bench her husband, a guest 
of honor atthe occasion. She re- 
fuses to say a word in her own defense, 
save that she killed her lover because he 


‘had threatened to injure some one she loved. 


With this slender material the young law- 
yer makes a passionate plea to the jury—a 


‘plea rendered somewhat unconvincing from 


the fact that in the preceding act he has in- 
dulged in jocular rehearsal of the wiles with 
which he intends to move the jury. But he 
dwelis om the theme of ‘* love for some un- 
known dear one’’—a son, perhaps, and by a 
strange chance draws a hypothetical picture 
which fits the situation exactly, and he de- 
clares that the man—his father—who drove 
the woman from home, is morally responsi- 
ble for the murder. 

Mr. Ellicott in this plea is remarkably sin- 
cere, delivering the oration with much 
realistic fire and causing the spectator to 
forget for the moment he had heard it all 
In the previous acts. The situation is un- 
deniably dramatic—save for the false in- 
cidentals by which it is surrounded—with 
the prisoner's husband a dismayed ob- 
perver of the true state of affairs, the pris- 
oner recognizing her defender as her son, 
and he in ignorance of her identity. Itisa 
surprising array of coincidences, but it is 
melodrama, and pretty good melodrama at 
that. In the end Jacqueline dies in the court- 
room in the arms of her son and with his 
name upon her lips. By this time the theater 
is fairly inundated by the tears of the af- 
fected audience. 

Not much skill is required elsewhere in the 
acting of ‘‘ Madame xX.” Mr. Wrouet, as 
Fioriot, is self-contained and discreet even in 
his emotional moments. kK. Peyton Gibbs 
acts the familiar old friend of the fami'y 
who was once in love with Mme. Flori ot, 
coyly, and with the hint of an absurd ac- 
cent. He is one of the few old men ingénues 
visible on the stage. James E. Wilson gives 
to the speeches of the convict undue empha- 
sis—a fault undoubtedly due to first nient 
nerves—but is otherwise excelient. ‘Ihere 
are several pretty women in the other réles— 
Miss Blessing, Miss Halsted, Miss Kern, and 
Miss Mallon, and they do well the little they 
have to do. 


Peary Aids Who Met Cook at

EXPLORER TO BE SILENT.

SYDNEY, C. B., Sept. 19,—New light was 
thrown on the controversy over the discov- 
ery of the north pole on the arrival today of 
the steamer Tyrian from Battle Harbor, 
Labrador, where the correspondents learned 
from two members of Commander Peary’s 


| expedition that Dr. Frederick A. Cook had 


met them at Etah and had mentioned noth- 
ing of discovering the pole. 
When Harry Whitney, George Norton, and 


| Larned went to Etah on the Erik to bring 
| provisions for Commander/Peary, both Nor- 


ton and Larned .turned back end Whitney 
obtained permission from Commaader 
Peary to remain at the Eteh station. Com- 
mander Peary stationed John Murphy, 
boatewain of the Roosevelt, and William 


| Pritchard, assistant cook of the Roosevelt, 


at Etah to guard the stores. Murphy, tel 
ing of his experience at Etah, said: ’ 
“Commander Peary told me to go ashore 
at Etah to guard the stores which I saw 
taken from the Roosevelt and the Hrik. 
Pritchard was with me. Some time lest 
epring a white man came into camp and 
Mr. Whitney told me that it was Dr. Cook. 
He did not stay long in camp and soon went 
away. 
Admits Argument with Cook. 

‘Cook looked tired and wornout and said 
he was hungry. I had an argument with 
him, as he claimed that some of the stores 
that we were guarding belonged to him. He 
had two Eskimos with him and as all his 
dogs were dead the doctor had to pull his own 
siedge.’’ 

Pritchard said these Eskimos told him 
that they had been “ way, way north.”’ 

None of the Peary party at Battle Harbor 
would discuss what information has been 
learned from Harry Whitney, as Comman- 
der Peary had given ordérs that the Cook 
controversy must not be mentioned. It was 
commonly reported at Battle Harbor, how- 
ever, t.at Peary had some difference with 
Whitney, who decided that instead of re- 
turning to Sydney om the Roosevelt he would 
do some shooting in Greenland. 


Cook’s Friends Raise Point. 

Friends of Dr. Cook here pointed out that 
when Commander Peary, on his return from 
the pole, sent for Prof: McMillan, who had 
gone to establish a base of supplies at Cape 
Morris Jesup, he did not mention in his let- 
ter to the professor anything of his discov- 
ery of the pole. The message, which was 
made public by Prof. McMillan at Battle 
Harbor, read: 

“8, §. Roosevelt, April 28, 1909.--My Dear 
McMillan: Arrived on board yesterday. 
Northern trip was entirely satisfactory. 
There is no need of Greenland depot. Captain 
came on board the 24th. Concentrate all 
your energies on tidal observations and line 
goundings nerth from Cape Morris Jesup. 
Use intended supplies for me for this purpose. 

** COMMANDER PBEARY.’’ 

The adherents of Commander Peary assert 
that the words in the message, ** northern 
trip entirely satisfactory,’ tudicate clearly 
that the expedition had accomplished its pur- 
pose. 


Whitney Silent on Victory. ° 

Prof. McMillan said at Battle Harbor that 
he had seen Harry Whitney at Etah and that 
Whitney did mot tell any orfe of Dr. Cook's 
reported discovery of the pole. * 

It was in an old sail and stores loft in 
Battle Harbor that Comamnder Peary told 
the story to a score or more of correspon4- 
enta’of his journey to the pole. e will head 
no more trips to the arctic, nor, for that mat- 
ter, to the amtarctic. His work in the ice 
fields is finished. 

‘*} have accomplished the ambition of my 
life,” said the commander. ‘I shall always 
be interested in arctic éxploration,’ but it 
must now be left to younger men.” 

Commander Peary often broke his narra- 
tive to call upon Prof, Donald McMillan, nat- 
uralist and geologist of the expedition, tore- 
late some incident of the trip. 

No less interesting than Peary’s dash to 
the pole were the discoverie® by Prof. Mc- 
Millan of relics and stores of seven previous 
arctic expeditions, those of Gen. Greely in 
1881-84, Commander Hall in 1871, the Amund- 
sen exploration party of 1908, Sir John Lock- 
wood’s expedition, the exploration party of 
Admiral Sir George Naresg in 1875-76, and the 
expeditions of Commander Peary.in.1896 and 
1900. | ' 


Peary Evades No Answers. 

Commander Peary .did no fencing-.with his 
Interviewers and prefaced the “‘inguisition,”’ 
as he called it. with the statement that he 
had made his position clear in reference to the 
Cook controversy in earlier dispatches, .To 
the bombardment of interrogations the“com- 
mander replied in a sharp, clear voice and 
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ON POLAR CLASH 


mistake ‘in their meaning. . 
» “YT shall pay no attention to fake stories 
or any side issues,’’ said Commander Peary, 
‘that are put out to distract from the main 
question) ‘ Has Cook been at the pole?’ ” 

* Do you think it possible for any man to 
fake observations to proye that he was at 
the pole?” he was asked. : 

“In the opinion of Admiral Melville, U. 8. 
N., Admiral Sir..George Nares, R. N., and 
myself, yes,” he responded quickly. . 

Then he continped: ‘1 do not care to 
speak of other observations in view of what 
I claim and I won't say anything more until 
the statement signed by another is offered 
and then I will submit my statement.” 


Scientific Data Is’ Valuable. 

Speaking of the scientific value of the ex- 
pedition to the north pole, Commander Peary 
said that the soundings from Cape Colum- 
bia to the pole were valuable and supple- 
mented the data given by Nansen and Cagni 
on the other side of the pole. 4 

“ The reaching Of the pole,” added Peary, 
“is the proof. of man’s final conquest of the 
earth. As it stood, with the pole ‘unfound, it 
was a continual reproach to civilization. 

“The discovery of the south pole may now 
be looked for as an accepted fact./ Work in 
the antarctic is quite different from in the 
north. An expedition to the north pole must 
complete tts work within the year. No base 
can be left for another.year’s operations, 
while in the antarctic it can lay a base which 
will be permanent for the farther advance 
the next year. ! 

That Greenland and the arctic regions wii 
become a summer resort in time is Com- 
mander Peary’s confident belief, and Dr. 
Goodsell, physician of’ the expedition, as- 


of the summer is a fine cure for tuberculosis. 

The explorer spoke sadly of the loss of 
Ross G. Marvin, who was drowned on 
April 11, 


Thinks, Feat Can Be Repeated. 

“Commander Peary, do you believe that 
the pole can be reached’ again, and to what 
do you ascribe your success this time?” the 
explorer was asked. 

“I beHeve that any member of my party 
could reach the pole twice out of three times, 
just the same as Capt. Bartlett could take 
the Roosevelt through the ice floes to Cape 
Sheridan four out of five times,’”’ he re- 
plied. % You get your trainfng as you pro- 
gress toward the pole. I keep myself sound, 
clean, and straight, and this has been of 
great help in the trials of a rigoroue climate. 

“The expedition this time compared with 
my earlier ones wae particularly fortunate 
in the absence of winds east and west across 


| Our course and to the fortunate prevailing 


wind in our face, which held the ice to the 
land and did not fault the traila made by 
those on the advance. 

“ Again we Had the advantage of a new 
type of sledges, without which we would not 
have been able to make our remarkable 
progress, This type of sledge, the Morrie K. 
Jesup sledge, shows the same marked de- 
velopment that is shown in the steam yacht 
of the last few years.” 


Finds Relics of Expeditions. 


The story of Prof. McMillan of his find- 
ing of the relics and stores of earlier expedli- 
tions drew close attention from his hearers. 
On a trip to the westward from the winter 
quarters at Cape Sheridan to make observa- 
tions, Prof. McMillan came upon some sup- 
plies at Fort Conger which had been left there 
ly the Greeley expedition in 1881-’'SA. 

“There were coffee, tea, canned potatoes, 
and rhubarb, and I trfed them all,’’ he said. 
“It seemed strange to think that seventeen 
out of that party of twenty-five had died of 
staryation after they had left these provi- 
sions behind. They had to go back under or- 
ders and failed to find the relief ship at Cape 
Sabine. 

““T. also found a trunk of Col. David L. 
Brainard and a scientific book belonging to 
Lieut. Frederick Kislingbury from his son, 
Harry KiNingbury. There was also a tem- 
perature book inscribed ‘To Lieut. Kisling- 
bury from his old friend and well wisher, 
George W. Clarke, Detroit, Mich.’ 

“ There were also uniforms of Gen. Greeley; 
which k wore,\and a book in which George 
W. Rice, photographer of the party, had 
Placed some plates. 


Sees Commander Hall’s House. 


“Near Etah I came upon the old Polaris 
house in Thank God Harbor, which had been 
_used by the expedition of Commander Hall 
in 1871. The house was made of wood, and 
near it I picked up a piece of brass marked 
‘U. 8. Polaris, Washington Navy Yard, 
1871." While gn this trip I found at latitude 
81.44 a cuff on which was still written plain- 
ly,the name of Sir John Lockwodd, while at 
Kukan I walked into an Eskimo hut and 
found the Eskimos eating off a plate on the 
back of which was the name of the ship 
Gjoa, which carried the Amundsen expedi- 
tion of 1903-6.” 

‘Why was it that you and the others did 
not go to the pole with Commander Peary 
instead of Henson?’ McMillan was asked. 

“ Because Henson was better fitted than 
any one im_our party,’ he replied. ‘“‘ He wag 
stronger and had more experience, was a bet- 
ter sledge driver and repairer, and in every 
way was the man to go.”

Objection to working overtime without 
compensation in the Chicago postoffice yes- 
terday was made by delegates of the Posi- 
office Clerks’ union in the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor. President Oscar F. Nelson of 
that union introduced a resolution protesting 
against the policy of retrenchment adopted 
by President Taft and the officials of the 
postal department, pointing out that at the 
last session of congress provision was made 
for the employment of 2,000 additional postal 
clerks. 

By reason of the annua] election of officers 
held during the day the federation trans- 
acted no other business, and the resolution 
was_referred to the executive board with the 
promise that the board would adopt it and 
forward & copy t> Postmaster General Hitcn- 
cock at Washington. 

Earlier in the day the grievance committee 
of the Chicago Postoffice Clerks’ associa- 
tion was instructed at the meeting of the 
association in the Masonic temple in the 
afternoon to take up with Postmaster Camp- 
bell the subject of urgent need of additional 
clerk= to relieve local conditions. 

Quotes President Taft. 

In inttrod@ucing the resolutions before the 
federation President Nelson said: 

“President Taft in his Orchestra hall 
gepeech said he has no sympathy for employ- 
ers of labor who do not make agreements 
with their employés and recognize their 
jabor organizations. We wish to take Mc. 
Taft at his word and see if he will recognize 
us and heed the protest we are making 


against being compeled to work ten hours ag 


day, which is two hours.a day overtime, with- 
out extra compensation. 

“There are clerks enough on the eligible 
list to lighten the burden of those who now 
work overtime by reason of the retrenchment 
policy of President Taft and the posta! offi- 
cials. In August this year there was an in- 
crease of 35 per cent in the weight of the 
mail over that handled in August one year 


azo. 

Following is the resolution: 

* Whereas, The department officials have 
adopted a policy of economy and retrench- 
ment in an effort to reduce the annual deficit 
of the department, and have on that account 
withheld the appointment of any additional 
clerks in the Chicago postoffice, thereby mak- 
ing it necessary for the clerks now employed 
to work overtime without extra compensa- 
tion, and-to sttch an extent as to impair 
their physical and mental health; therefore, 

** Resolved, That the Chicago Federation of 
Labor does hereby protest against working 
our public servants, the postoffice clerks, in 
excess of eight hours a day; that, while tn-- 
dorsing the department’s efforts to econo- 
mize, we suggest that the economy come 
otherwise than at the expense of the em- 
ployés on a limited salary, and we call at- 
tention to the fact that economy may be 
practiced on contracts with railroads for 
transportation of mails and in other ways.”

Thirty-sixth Installment of a Diary of a 


47,000 Mile Journey, _

Sunday. —I am awakened at 6 o'clock; we 

bave reached the north end of New Ireland 

end at once entered Albatross channel. For 
gn hour we were in a series of narrow, tortu- 
ous channels with nearby banks, 

wooded, and innumerable beautiful coral 

telands.

blue. In the distance we can make out the 
high mass of New Hanover. At 9 we land at

tion. The scene is extremely pretty, for the 
gettiement is on the shore of a beautiful lit. 
tle bay, whose water is so clear that bright 
golored fish may be seen playing among the 
corals. 1 saw a beautiful big purple star 
fish, and many fish sporting the Princeton 
pellow and black. 

On shore I am given a black police boy, and 
we set off for a two mile walk along a broad, 
well made road, through an extensive young 
cocoanut plantation. Then we leave the road 
end proceed by a narrow foot trail into the 
deep forest, to spend two fascinating hours 
in native villages. Real matives, too! who 
ten years ago would have murdered and pos- 
sibly eaten me without a moment’s hesita- 


tion. Today they pay a tax to the govern- 
ment. 


Houses Are Well Made. 

Each house cluster stands in a cleared and 
generally clean space with plantain trees 
and cocoanut palms. The houses are often 
well made and are shaped ‘like the half of a 
barrel. I saw one house with a carved and 
painted front, but the owner was away, and 
i could not get intoit. I bought some spears 
@nd several masks, which are used in the 
dances of secret societies and which are 
famous. 

The men and women wear no clothing ex- 
Cept a Scant apron or bunch of leaves and 
Gowers. The dirty old women are positively 
fepulsive with their bleached, short, kinky 
hair. No wonder they formerly killed the 
eid widows} But they are all a jolly lot: 
boisterous, good natured, not lazy and not 
beggars. The morning to me was a memora- 
ble one; marred only by the sight of a tiny, 
pitiable, leprous child. 

I was back to the boat landing at noon, hot, 
thirsty, and hungry, and was at once rowed 
to the Seestern with my plurder. At v we 
@re off again; round North Cape and turn 
toward the southeast, following along the 
north coast of New Ireland. Theseaiscalm, 
with a typical Pacific swell. This upper end 
of New Ireland. is low, with a white coral 
fand shore line and with numerous native vil- 


lages hidden away among lofty cocoanut 
palms. 


Doctor Comes Too Late. 

At 4 in the afternoon we anchor off Kapsu 
and row ashore through the surf, landing the 
lady passenger and the docter we had picked 
up at Kawieng. But he is too late, for the 
new boy baby came to town early this morn- 
ing, and the mother is doing well,-and the 
father is feeling fine. We were permitted to 
eee the youngster and his good looking Sa- 
moan mother. The house of the father of the 
boy is near the loveliest beach imaginable and 
is surrounded by fine, curious foliage, with 
Walks lined with coral. 

I walked two miles along a splendid road 

through a new plant@tion and visited several 
house clusters and made some interesting 
purchases. I saw plenty of naked men and 
women, fine big canoes, shark traps, masks, 
etc. Some of the houses are well maue, and 
are of three kinds: ‘‘ Sleephouses,”’ “* cook- 
houses,”” and ‘‘ boathouses.” Each family 
house cluster stands in itsown cleared space, 
With lofty trees amd junglein between. I saw 
@ fine big signal drum. Returning wy the 
glow of the setting sun and the big moon, I 
saw many great fruit bats, the so-called flying 
foxes. This is a wonderful spot; it has a.i the 
requirements of the tropical island one 
dreams about. 

I had another talk with the governor after 
dinner. His policy is to stamp out disease, 
Pacify the natives, encourage their increase, 

get them to own and ctltivate plantations, 
,@nd then trade will flourish and the colony 
‘will be prosperous, We are to remain at 
| @nchor till 2 a. m., and then proceed down the 
North coast toward the south end of the is- 
land.

“Zion has got to go out and save Chi- 
cago,’ said the overseer, while the congre- 
gation answered “‘Amen.” “If it Goes not 
it isn't worth maintaining. If you don't see 
and find the poor lost sheep of this wicked 
city I will lock the doors. This church must 
be radically different from anything else In 
Chicago. If the lazy devils won't come ta 
church, why, go, out and find them. Take 
along a bag of candy or oranges or @ popgun 
for the children. 

“Chicago ie the dirtiest h—I hole on the 
' face of this earth. Get under the filth and 
rescue the thousands there. The rich sre 
worse off than the poor. Get after all of 
them.” 

The overseer said that no minister who 
failed to attract an audience had a right ‘o 
remain in his chosen line. Get an audience 
or quit, was his advice. 


Voliva’s Advice to Surgeons. 

“If any of these surgeons with their drugs 
tr¥ to ply their trade with you,"’ continued 
Voliva, “ just tell them to go to h—1l, where 
they belong. They say they will put you in | 
jail, but that doesn’t hurt. Do I look hurt? 
Why, I would rather be an innocent man in 
jail than a guilty one out of it. If all the 
thieves and scoundrels were behind the bars 
we would have to build a hundred thousand 
penitentiaries to hold them. :

* We all have many problems to solve,” said 
the leader of the theosophists, ‘but we cannot 
solve thém without differences of opinion. If 
we all thought alike it would be tiresome, but 
if we differ im opinions and still are animated 
by tolerance and respect for each other's 
point of view, we sound a deep, rioh note of 
barmony.”’

M’CORMICK SEMINARY TO MARK 
ANNIVERSARIES OF 3 EVENTS. 


Theological Institute Will Celebrate 


Passing of Its Eightieth Year, 
Fiftieth in Chicago. | 


Plans have just been completed for the 
celebration on Nov. 1 and 2 of three anni- 
versaries of events connected with the in- 
ception and history of McCormick Theolog- 
ical seminary—in recognition of the eightieth 
year of its founding, the fiftieth year of its 
residence in Chicago, and the 100th year of 
the birth of Cyrus H. McCormick. In com- 
memoration of this event Mrs. McCormick, 
at the recent commencement, added to the 
endowment an annual income of $15,000 for 
the next ten years. : 

The seminary had its inception eighty years 
ago, when it became a department of Han- 
over college. Thirty years later it was 
moved to Chicago, and was known after- 
ward as the Presbyterian Theological Sem- 
inary of the Northwest, until 1886, when the 
general assembly and the seminary board by 
concurrent acts changéd its name to ‘‘ The 
McCormick Theological Seminary of the 
Presbyterian Church of the United States of 
America.’’ 

On Nov. 1, at 8 o’clock, the Rev; 8. J. 
Nicolls of St. Louis, president of the board 
of directors, will open the celebration and the 
historical address will be delivered by Presi- 
dent W. W. Moore of Union seminary, Rich- 
mond, Va. 

On the fellowing day at 10 o'clock there will 
be a conference.on the seminary outlook, 
with papers by three theological educators: 
President Augustus H. Strong, Rochester, 
N. ¥.; Prof. R. W. Rogers, Madison, N. J.; 
and Prof. Williston Walker, New: Haven, 
Conn. 

In the afternoon there will be a conference 
on ministerial leadership, with papers by 
three of McCormick alumni pastors: The 
Rev. J. Ross Stevenson, D. D., New York;

“LET NO GUILTY MAN ESCAPE.” 

For years Chicago has seemed to be 
free from jury “fixing” or packing. It has 
been assumed that the jury commission 
system was an effectual safeguard against 
most of the evils which inhered in the old 
system. Under it the county commis- 
sioners selected the grand jurors and often 
put on men for a bad purpose or to give 
them a temporary job. Now it comes as 
a shock to have the integrity of the jury 
commission, or rather of one of its mem- 
bers, attacked—to be told by the state’s 
attorney that he has ample evidence of a 
conspiracy to which one of the commis- 
sioners and two outsiders are parties to 
pack grand ‘juries and thus defeat the 
ends of public justice. 

If there has been a conspiracy. of so | 
igfamous a nature, the community looks 
to the state’s attorney to drag to light all 
the mien participating in it, to have them 
indicted, and to do all.in his power to 
send them to the penitentiary. The men 
who would pack a grand jury with their 
creatures to hinder the indictment of 
friends or secure ‘the indictment of en- 
emies, or who would, stuff the list of 
petit jurors with purthasable material, 
deserve a much severer punishment than 
the law provides. 

The state’s attorney has not disclosed 
his evidence. The accused protest their 
innocence, There should be no prejudg- 
ment. It can be said, however, that if 
there has been such a conspiracy as the 
state’s attorney alleges, he by unearthing 
it will have rendered to this community a 
service of almost inestimable value. 


A WESTERN SUMMER CAPITAL. 

A suggestion which has recently been 
made that the summer capital of the 
country shall be located somewhere in 
the Mississippi valley or adfacent to it 
has caused eonsiderable discussion in 
Washington. Where the authority iu- 
heres, however, to establish ang place as 
a summer capital is not clear, It is 
purely a matter of choice with the pPesi- 
dent himself, as it onght te be, since the 
time he spends in any summer Capital ‘is 
his vacation, and he should be free to 
spend it where he thinks he will the most 
greatly enjoy himself.’ 

There are plenty of cool otaces i fhe 
west where the president’ might enjoy 


-himself and undoubtedly -it might be of 


profit to him to locate himself where he 
could make an intimate personal ac- 
quaintance with legislative questions 
that are always liable to originate in the 
great and rapidly growing western ter- 
ritory, and it might be of profft also to;

KEEP WITHIN THE LAW. 

President Taft said in his letter to Sec- 
retary Ballinger, “In my judgment he is 
the best friend of the. conservation | of 
natural: resources Who insists that every | 
step taken in that direction should be 
within the law, and buttressed by legal 
authority.” So no one\should say the 
secretary of the interior is opposed to the 
policy of reclaiming arid lands. if he were 
compelled to restrict the “activity of the 
reclamation ig any direction where it 
might have gone outside the law. — 

The question has been raised whether 
the government can lawfully take in hand 
irrigation projects for the betterment of 
arid lands held in purely private owner 
ship before the project has been. deter- 
mined on. It has done so in some known. 
instanees. Secretary Ballinger is to col- 
lect data showing to whag extent it has 
been done. What has been done cannot 
be undone, but if. the irrigation law does 
not authorize the extension of irrigation 
privileges to privately owned lands, then 
there should be no more of it until con- 
gress shall have given the authority. 

A decision by the courts or a ruling by | 
the law’ officers of the government limit- 
me the scope of the law would be de- 
plored .by many private owners of arid 
lands -susceptible of irrigation. But in 
either case the secretary of the interior 
would have no optien. He would have to 
refuse his assent to projects, no matter 
how desirable they might be from many 
points of view, if they were not “ but, 
tressed by legal authority.” 


TRACTION PEACE. 

The agreements entered into between 
the traction conipanies and their em- 
ployés are ay, assurance of peaceful and 
unobstructed local transportation during 


‘the next three years. .That means a 


great. deal to a community which has a 
vivid memory of street car strikes—their 
frightful inconvenience and their rioting. 

The fact that a settlement was reached 
in the way it was, through weeks of 
businesslike negotiation, offers the hope 
that there will not in the future be any 
violent disagreement between the com- 
panies and their employés. The com- 
panies are less dictatorial than they were 
in- the old days, not so given to the 
“stand pat” attitude, The employés are 
more conservative, the influence of the 
younger men, who have not so much at 
stake asthe older ones, is not #0 great. 


‘The Chicago method of settling con- 
troversies between traction companies 
and their employés safeguards the rights 
of the public, which in’ the past have 
been too little considered by companies 
or employés. Every community. threat- 
ened by such a controversy should de- 
mand the adoption of that method. 
Omaha, for example, where the’street car 
men are out.on a strike, should have 
copied it, ? 


“MELANCHOLY ALABAMA DAYS. 

There is no drier place in the universe 
than Alabama, unless it be Death's val- 
ley: in Arizona or the middle of the Sna- 
hara desert. Prohibition has removed the 
last trace of dampness. We use the term 
dryness, of course, in a bibulous sense 
and with reference to spirituous liquors. 
There is water, water everywhere, and 
nothing else to drink, and as Alabamians 
are not specia!ly fond of water, its mel- 
ancholy days have come.

Edward VII.'s proposal to wisit the Chan- 
nel islands has led to the intimation by the 
English press that {t would be the first ocra- 
sion of a king of England setting foot there 
since the reign of King John, about 700 years 
This is obviously a mistake. For 
Charles II., who had been proclaiméd king 
in the islands on Feb. 17, 1649, nearly three 
weeks after the execution at Whitehall of his 
ill-fated father, took yp his abode on the 
island of Jersey in September of that same 
year and for six months held court there, at 
Elizabeth castle. Contemporary records re- 
late how the local authorities and principal 
gentry “‘ kissed his majesty’s hand and the 
holders of francs fiefs noble did homage.”’

out breaking the youngster down, he has no 


equal. _A lot of the trotters by Peter the 
Great that now are famous were given their first 
lessdns by Willis, and by him gotten to a high rate 
of speed before being sold from the Patchen- Wilkes 
farm, of which he is the manager. 

For instance, he drove Czarevna, that last sea- 
gon took a 2 year old mark of 2:12%, the best for a 
filly of her age, a mile in 2:31 as a yearling. He 
took the 2 year old colt The Wolverine last fall 
after two white drivers of repute had failed with 
him and won a race in 2:18%, 2:14%. He drevea 
yearling trotter by J. J. Audubon a mile in 2:34% 
over a half mile track, and to another, Lady Green 
Goods, by Peter the Great. he gave a record of 
2:30. she being the only yearling trotter to reach 
those figures in 1908.

O. K. Lyle. who has just 
made an inyestigation of conditions in North 
and South Dakota, says the crop will not be 
muchiin excess of a year ago.- Should this 
view be confirmed it would change the com- 
plexion of the market materially. 

Some well posted traders hold to the opin- 
ion that a period of high prices will be seen 
this winter. but that conditions at the tail 
end of the crop will be the reverse of last year, 
if present indications for an increased win- 
ter’ wheat area are sustained. The holding 
tendency on the part of the farmer is so pro- 
nounced that the crop may be held back toa 
large extent until late In the season. 

Export Demand Is Discouraging. 

The export situation gives no encourage- 
ment to the bulls at tke present. Broomhal!l 
figures out that exporting countries will have 
a heavy exportable surpius, but qualifies this 
by intimating that import requirements may 
be in excess gf this. There have been two 
lean crop years the world over, and by the 
time reserves have been built up to normal 
proportions there Is likely to be little surplus 
wheat anywhere. Russia has filled up Eu- 
ropean buyers for the next two or three 
months, but with crop conditions in Argen- 
tina bullish, and the wheat area much less 
than a year ago, importers abroad may 
change their attitude. 

Grain men in attendance at the convention 
here the latter part of the week were gener- 


ally bullish in regard to the winter wheat 


situation, but those from the northwest held 
conflicting views, the general opinion being 
that the pressure of wheat would be heavy 
for the next few weeks. 


Corn Stocks Are Light. 


Continued strength in the cash corn mar-. 
ket wit firm prices in the sample market 
most of the week, and fairly large sales, were 
strengthening factors in corh. Prices closed 
%@%c higher. The September shorts have 
covered to some extent, but there is a large 
shortage still outstanding, and with receipts 
moderate and mainly being applied on gales 
for September shipment, and no stocks to 
speak of, the undertone has been exception- 
ally strong. The trade has not been particu- 
larly large, but there has been a constant 
buying of December and May corn tn. smal!

President’s Aids to Meet, at 


Washington, Probably 
‘Within Ten Days. 


: (WILL GATHER MUCH DATA 


Information Collected Will In- 
fluence Taft in Regulation 
of. Rates. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 19. —The new 
tariff board, which recently was appointed 
by the president under the authority of sec- 
tion 2 of the tariff act of Aug. 5, 1900, prob- 
ably will hold its first meeting in Washing- 
ton within the next ten days for the pur- 
pose of outlining a working plan of opera- 
tions. 

This new board is charged with the duty of 
obtaining information to assist the presi- 
Went in determining whether this country is 
being discriminated against by foreign gOvV- 
ernments in the matter of tarifr rates 
eharges, and exactions. Upon the informa- 
tion received from it will depend largely 
“the action of the president in issuing or with- 
holding his proclamations imposing the min- 
imum rates of duty provided for in the new 
@ct. 

Gives President Much Power. 

The act provides that the maximum rates 
ghall be applied to all countries on and after 
March 31, 1910, which “ unduly discrimi- 
nate ’’ against the United States in the matter 
of tariffs. In this word ng the authority of 
the presicent is recognized to exercise his 


judgment as to what constitutes “ undue ” 
ciecrimination. 


The house bill, as submitted to the senate, 


gave the president no discretion whatever, 
deciaring that the maximum rates should be 
G@ssessed against importations of any 
countries which did not admit .“‘each and 
every article’ from the United States on as 
favorable terms as were given to any other 
country. It is pointed out that, under the law 
as it now stands, the president may issue a 
proclamation allowing the minimum rates of 
our tariff, even in the case of a country which 
may give to some other nation a more favor- 
eble rate than is given to the Unitex States 
on any articles which we do not export and 
in which we have no particular interest. 


Cannot Make Trade Treaties. 

The new tariff bill, however, gives the presi- 
€ent no authority whatever in the matter of 
Hegotiation of trade treaties, agreements, or 
conventions of any sort with foreign coun- 
tries. The reciprocity agreements which are 
now in force have been denounced wy the 
president. The agreements with France, 
Switzerland, and Bulgaria willexpife on Oct. 
$1, only about forty days hence.! By the 
terms of our treaty with Germany and Great 
Britain the present reciprocal arrangements 
negotiated with countries under the gyorg 
tariff act do not terminate until Feb. 7, 1910. 
The agreements with Spain, Italy, Portiueal 
end the Netherlands wiil expire on Aug. 7,
